RETIREMENT OF GERMAN ARMY BETWEEN 
STIPA AND ZLOTA-LIPA RIVERS HAS BEGUN 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

PETROGRAD, July 7, via London, 
July 8—The retirement of General 
Von Bothmer's army westward from 
between the Stripa and Zlota Lipa 
rivera has begun. With the occupa- 
tion by the Russians of the east bank 
of the Koropice river, which parallels 
the Stripa 12 miles to the west, and 
a further advance by Brussiluf be- 
tween the Dniester and the Pruth, 
Von Gothmer's position became un- 
tenable. 

According to Col. Shumeky, the mil- 
itary critic of the Bourse Gazette, 
Von Bothmer is hurriedly moving his 
troops in the direction of Stanislau, 
the important railroad centre sixty 
miles south of Lemberg. Col, Shum- 
sky believes that the German Gen- 
eral proposes to make a stand on a 
line from Stanislau to Halicz, 

Military critics doubt, however, his 
ability to maintain this line, in view 
of the presence of General Letchizky's 
army south of these towns, in the 
vicinity of Nadworna and Tismienica. 


General Letchitzky is relled on to re- 
new his pounding of General Von 
Bothmer's right wing. 

In the region of Baranovichi no 
changes of importance have occurred, 
but the fighting has been marked by 
the flerce counter attacks on the part 
of the enemy, which resulted in heavy 
losses for them, 

Commenting on the battle on the 


Kolki-Czartorksk front, where the 
Russians yesterday captured 2,300 
prisoners, Col. Shumsky says: 

“This is the first time that large 


force of Germans have been put to 
flight.” He gives as one reason for 
this the fact that the Germans have 
been driven to employ young and un- 
feasoned troops and officers. 

The large percentage of Germans 
among the last batch of prisoners— 
4,000 out of a total of 11,000—is wor- 
thy of note, The Russian soldiers 
have dubbed the Austrians “noble 
enemy,” due to the fact that they 
have surrendered in such large nuin- 
bers,

every corner and in the holes 
made by the shells are dead and 
still more dead. The air is heavy 
and affected with the odor of 
bodies, 


HARD FIGHTING

Germans Pay Tribute to Accuracy 
and Intensity of Artillery 
Fire

LONDON, July 8.—British corres- 
pondents at the press camp, British 
army in France, send the following 
account of Friday's offensive: 

“Hard fighting started today as 
soon as dawn broke and {6 still con- 


tinuing. Some of our troops made a 
brilliant attack on Contalmaison and 
succeeded in capturing about 500 
prisoners, The enemy counter at-

Some of these 
men, who fell into our hands, com- 
mented on the accuracy and intensity 
of our artillery fire. In a separate 
attack we obtained a footing in Ma- 
metz wood. On the left of this attack 
our troops made an advance in the 
neighborhood of Ovillers and La Bois- 
selle and much improved our posi- 
tions. 

“On the northern part of our front 
the enemy heavily bombarded some 
trenches held by Canadians, and their 
guns were also active about Loos,”

PETROGRAD, July 7.—Following 
up their advance in the region of the 
lower Styr, the Russians have occu- 
pied the villages of Komarow and 
Grady and the railway station of 
Manevitchi, 

Phe.official communication gays: 

“The battles west of the lower Styr 
are continuing with such success for 
us, In the Galusia-Botptoyo-Voltcet- 
ske region we have taken possession 
of fortified German positions. The 
enemy took flight, under the fire of 
our artillery.

Yesterday afternoon the council 
utilities committee, presided over by 
Ald, Pieard, took up this attitude when 
considering the letter of Messrs, 
Lougheed, Bennett, MclLaws & Co,, of 
Colgary, who wrote to council, asking 
if they would consider any negotia- 
tions for the purchase or operation of 
the electric and street railway utilities, 
The letter was referred to the util- 


ities committee to recommend to coun- 
cil whether or not any sort of consid- 
eration should be given the sugges- 


tion, and the committee will report 
against anything of the kind being 
done. 

The committee, consisting of Ald, 


Bush, Ald, Wilson, with the Deputy 
Mayor, Ald. McArthur and Ald Picard 
us chairman, considered the sugges-

Favor Educational Campaign

herds of tuberculosis. It was state) 
at the meeting that many cases ot 
adult human tuberculosis were un- 
doubtedly due to the use of impure 
milk and butter from affected cows. 
In this direction it was good to Rear 
the statement made by Dr, Kellam, 
that Alberta cattle are as free from 
tuberculosis as any In Canada, 


In commencing, the question was 
asked Dr. Ross, if he would give hii 
opinion upgn the charging of the 


one-half of one per cant by the pack- 
ers to cover loss from condemned 
meat, 

Suys Packers Satisfied 

Dr. Ross said that he believed that 
the packers were satisfied in the mua- 
Jority with the amount of insurance 
ond said that it covered the loss, while 
others said that it did not. It was 
hard for them to say whether it did or 
not, as they did not have all the in- 
formation available to the packers. He 
thought the one-half of one per cont. 
was fair. So far as the producer was 
concerned it was not fair for the man 
who kept healthy stock, but-it was all 
right for those who produced stock 
more or less deceased, 

“It is a broad question and in my 
position I should be more or lesa neu- 
tral, Stockmen should recelve reports 
from the abattoirs where their stoci 
is slaughtered so they should know 
then how far their animals were dlu- 
eased, This could be done if a proper 
system of tagging was introduced, 
Then comes the point at once that the 
farmer does not ral#e all his stock, 
he only feeds and sells it.” 

Dr. Rutherford; “Would it be possi- 
ble to carry on the inspections at the 
plants to get at the approximate 
value of the condemnations.” 

Dr. Ross: “Yes, it could be done, in 
fact, some of the plants do have a 
fairly accurate idea.”

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The Toronto ‘Telegram, Con- 
servative, thinks that if there 
were fewer able-bodied young 
men in khaki roaming around the 
country doing clerical and other 
work which could be done by re- 
turned soldiers and ineligibles it 
would impress the public more 
with the pressing need of men for 
actual service at the front. 


The school board are asking the 
city council and the board of trade 
to join in urging the Dominion 
Govermnent to utilize the Techni- 
eal School for the vocational train- 
ing of returned soldiers, and to 
give some assistance toward its 
support in return. The proposal 
is eminently fair, is strictly in ac- 
cord with the announced intention 
of the Government to assist the 
returned soldiers to get such train- 
ing, and will no doubt be acceded 
to. As the city has the school, as 
the soldiers need the training, and 
as the Government is pledged both 
to do something for technical edu- 
cation and to help the soldiers get 
the training, the acceptance of the 
proposal may reasonably be ex- 
pected. 


The man who gives a mortgage 
on his property not only mort- 
gages the property, but also mort- 
gages himself and his future. This 
grip which the lender obtains 
on the borrower is known as the 
‘‘nersonal covenant,’ At the re- 
cent session of the Provincial 
Legislature it was made law that 
hereafter recourse must be had to 
the sceurity before proceedings 


could be taken against the 
debtor under this personal 
covenant; that is, the property 


must be sold first, and suit could 
then be brought for the balance of 
the debt. The Monetary Times 
is alarmed over this measure of 
protection extended to the debtor, 
and regards it as another of 
several legislative acts which are 
likely to ‘‘drive capital away’’ 
from the western provinces, It 
says ‘that ‘‘capital is closely 
‘watching the trend of western 
‘legislation, and in some cases has 
‘already decided to cease invest- 
“ment there until fairer counsel 
‘*prevails,’”’ Already is a good 
word. In point of fact capital, as 
represented by the loan com- 
panies, ceased to ‘‘invest’’ to any 
noticeable extent in Alberta about 
three years ago—nearly that long 
before the debtor was given the 
aforementioned chance of stand- 
ing off the ‘‘personal covenant’’ 
grip on his life and future until 
the property mortgaged has had a 
chance to regain some real value. 
This suspension of the loaning 
business, it is due to note, was not 
brought about by anything the 
Legislature did, but by cir- 
cumstances which had = de- 
veloped very largely through 
the anxiety of the public 
to get loans and the anxiety of the 
companies to place loans,  Be- 
tween them they overdid the busi- 
ness, and a shut-down was inevit- 
able, The shut-down having oc- 
curred, it did not seem fair that 
the whole consequences of the 
over-doing should fall .upon the 
one party, and that loan companies 
—whose contributory anxiety to 
earn interest had helped produce 
the conditions—should be allowed 
to employ the pains and penalties

A glance at a large scale map 
of the western front is sufficient 
to indicate the task the Allies 
have ahead of them in forcing the 
Germans back through the occu- 
pied part of France and Belgium, 
before starting the real offensive 
—the invasion of German terri- 
tory. On one such map in this 
office only one of the villages 
taken by the British and French 
forces during the recent heavy 
fighting was considered important 
enough to be marked. It may be, 
of course, that the military value 
of the points taken is altogether 
out of proportion to their geo- 
graphical importance. But the 
small distance gained, in compari- 
son to what has to be gained, is 
enough to correct any notion that 
the great offensive is to be any 
sort of a ‘‘walk over,’’ As it took 
a week of unprecedented artillery 
work, followed by desperate in- 
fantry fighting, to gain so little 
ground, we may as well get away 
from the idea that the advance is 
to be in the nature of a sweep, and 
must look for the Indefinite con- 
tinuance of the same hard fighting 
and slow progress. If the enemy 
continues to resist as he has been 
doing the Allies will do well if 
they have him cleared out of 
France by the end of summer, 
however vigorously and capably 
the offensive may be pushed. 


Tobacco Aids Soldiers, 
From the London Chronicle, 

The beneficent effects of tobacco at 
the front were affirmed by the “Lan- 
cet” as long ago as 1870, when the 
question was being discussed in con- 
nection with the Franco-Prussian 
war. “The saldier,” it was said, 
“wearled with long marches and un- 
certain rest, obtaining his food how 
and when he can, with his nervous 
system always in a atate of tension 
from the dangers and excitement he 
encounters, finds that his cigar or 
pipe enables him to sustain fatigue 
with comparative equanimity. . . . 
For the wounded it is probable that 
tobacco has slight anodyne and nar- 
cotic properties which enable the suf- 
ferer to sustain pain better during the 
day, and to obtain sleep during the 
night.”

Royal Surname. 

To the Bulletin: Has 
Royal family a surname? 

Reader, Grande Prairie, 

The British Royal family while given 
the name Wettin, really has no sur- 
uame, In the days when surnames were 
introduced King George's ancestor of 
that period was a ruling count of an 
earldom or territory called Wettin, The 
object in adding surnames to given 
names was for the sake of distinction: 
thus John the Smith became John 
Smith; John the Cooper, John Cooper; 
John the Weaver, John. Weaver; John 
the Carpenter, John Carpenter; but 
John the Count, the ruler of the ter- 
ritory, did not need a surname to pre- 
vent confusing his name with the 
names of his subjects named “John.” 
He was “The Count,” or “Count John,” 
end that was sufficient, just as “The 
King” or “King George” is sufficient 
today to distinguish the ruler of the 
British Empire from any of his sub- 
jects named George. Some other royal 
houses, such as the Stuarts of Scot- 
land, the Tudors of England, the Ber- 
nadottes of Sweden already bore sur- 
names at the time when they became 
kings, but this was not the case with 
the sovereigns of Britain from _ the 
death of Queen Anne. Henry VII, 
Henry VIII., Edward VI., Mary and 
Elizabeth could have used the sur- 
name “Tudor” if they had so desired 
or it had been necessary. Similarly 
James I,, Charles I,, Charles II,, James 
Ifl., Mary II., and Anne were of the 
Stuart line ,and could have used that 
name. History tells us that Charles I. 
when placed on trial was indicted as 
“Charles Stuart, King of Englarfa.” 
Queen Anne was succeeded by George 
I., Elector of Hanover, and niether he 
nor any of his successors was entitled 
fo any surname by right of descent in 
the male line from an ancestor who

ARGUES FOR COMPENSATION, 


Editor Bulletin: 

About twenty-four years ago the 
Province of Alberta went wet. The 
government and the people of the pro- 
vince had passed a law that no sa- 
loon licenses were to be issued except 
to hotels; then hotels began to build 


up, while there really existed no need 
for hotels but there was a demand for 
bars, 

In the last twenty-four years the 
Moral Reform League had a strong 
bearing on the government, and they 
used their influence to put in different 
changes, with the result that it took 
more capital, ; 

In 1907 the government came along 
and said to a good many of the hotel 
people that the hotels were not big 
enough to accommodate the travelling 
public—(that were not in the pro- 
vince) that they must enlarge their 
premises, which they did and had to 
mortgage their property to raise the 
money in ordet to build so as to keep 
their licenses. That is where the injus- 
tice comes in—to force people to spend 
unnecessary money for the travelling 
public which did not exist, and now 
they are losing their property, 

Across the line every Tom, Dick and 
Harry can get a saloon license as long 
as he has a good reputation. Conse- 
quently hotels do not go up except for 
the accommodation of the public. 
When it goes dry nobody is hurt, to 
any extent. The average saloon on the 
other side has about $1,500 worth of 
liquors and about $600 of fixtures, 
When it goes dry the saloon man seils 
out his liquors and doesn’t lose any- 
thing on it, and on the fixtures he 
loses a little which doesn't amount to 
anything? He simply goes out of busi- 
ness with practically no loss at all, 
The building is rented for some other 
purpose, and the saloon man gets into 
some othec occupation and the hotel 
doesn’t suffer anything by it—because 
it never went up for the bar—it went 
up originally for the accommodation of 
the travelling public, 

For instance, I can show you an ex- 
ample that happened in Edmonton. 
Robert McDonald bought the Selkirk 
hotel for half a million dollars, he 
asked the government to issué him a 
license which was refused unless he 
put in certain improvements; he spent 
$160,000 more, If Robert McDonald 
could have rented a place and secured 
a saloon license he would not have in- 
vested $660,000. The government prac- 
tically became a party of the partner- 
ship—and the government is the peo- 
ple. Now the people have backed out 
of the partnership. Again another 
party was putting up an office building 
when two hotel men came along and 
wanted the office building for a hotel. 
The party asked the two men whether 
there was room for a 100 room hotel? 
They replied, Yes, It is a fact though 
there was no need, of room, for a 100 
room house, but there was room and a 
demand for a bar. That is where the 
government forced conditions now pre- 
vailing. Can tne Moral Reform League, 
the peoplo of Alberta and goyernment 
say that they have done a just thing 
when they themselves have been a 
party to develop the conditions which 
now exist? Can the government call 
themselves just, moral or Christian 
people? They may have a different 
opinion and opinions can change—but 
justice is apparent to all and remains 
stationary, 

What would be justice? The people 
should pay the losses. Individuals 
should not suffer where the public can 
pay. It is true individuals suffer for 
the good of the people where compen- 
sation cannot be given, But in this 
case the people as a whole would not 
feel the loss the same as the individu- 
ols. Why should the people get some- 
thing for nothing? When the people 
pay for it then the wet will never come 
agnin because they have paid for the 
dry. 

Now my idea is to appoint a com- 
mission to go into every case in detall 
and to see the actual loss of each in- 
dividual, That is what I would call jus- 
tice, 

The foregoing ideas and facts have 
never been argued in the Province of 
Alberta, The hotel men have not put 
up their fight as they should have ac- 
cording to my way of thinking. Had 
they taken up these arguments they 
would have won, When they did get 
a man to express their views it was 
too late, 

You can appeal to every reasoning 
man, and particularly to a business 
man, and ask him if the hotel men 
have had a fair deal. The Moral Re- 
form League, the people and the goy- 
ernment all gave their orders for cer- 
tain expensive improvements which 
were all complied with, and now the 
government, which has fathered the 
improvements and helped to put the 
hotel men in this plight hasn't a sug- 
gestion as to compensation, Yours

Saskatchewan Livestock Commis- 
sion in the City—Stockmen 
Give Opinions 


Considering the amount of import 
ance attached’ to the raising of live 
stock in the Dominion and particulariy 
in the western provinces, more than 
ordinary interest is centered in) the 
procecdings of the Saskatchewan Live 
Stock Commission, which met in the 
Civic chambers yesterday and | was 
carrying out its investigations through- 
out the day, a considerable amount of 
evidence being taken from expert wit- 
rersses, 

The object of the commission is to 
find ouf what are the exact conditions 
yoverning the live stock industry, and 
also live stock products in the province 
it being considered that the interests 
of the three prairle provinces are so 
allied in matters of this description, 
that a correct estimate of conditions 
prevailing could not be arrived ut 
without examinations being made in 
all three provinces. 

Members of Commission, 

Members of the commission who fa’ 
at Edmonton include Hon, W. .C. 
Sutherland (chairman), of Saskatoon, 
Dr. J. C. Rutherford, of Calgary; 
and James D. McGregor, of Manitoba, 
with W. H, Wilson, secretary, Thus all 
three provinces were represented on 
the commission, Two other members 
of the commision, who did not take 
part are the Hon, W. R. Motherwell 
and Prof, Skelton, of Queen's univer- 
sity. % 

D. W. Warner, representing a firm 
cf pure-bred stock breeders carrying on 
business just outside the city, said that 
they always shipped stock by express 
ond found it satisfactory.

F. L. Harris, who lives at Edmonton 
and formerly carried on extensive 
tarming operations between Edmonton 
end St. Albert, said that there should} 
be a better system of loans for gas 
men than now.

According to the evidence of R. B. 
Hunter, of the Swift-Canadian Com- 
pany, the Edmonton Stockyards are 
shortly to be put in operation. Mr. 
Hunter told the commission that there 
were no markets in Edmonton now, 
but his latest information was that the 
stockyards were soon to be put into 
cperation. He did not believe in city 
stockyards, and thought the city here 
had enough on its hands now, To make 
the yards successful they had to have 
the co-operation of the railways, Those 
who shipped small lots to the plant got 
the same price as those who sent car 
lots. A weekly letter was sent out 
trom the plant and the shippers con- 
formed to the prices therein, The mar- 
ket in Edmonton was higher than Cat- 
gary because cattle were bought on 
the cars. There was room in Edmonton 
for yards or a market, They would 
he very much in favor of statistics be- 
ing taken of the live stock under gov- 
ernment auspices, as such returns 
would be of the greatest help to them 
and they would be able to anticipate 
the amount of business likely to be 
dealt with at any given period.

“I guess you have seen by the pap- 
ers that we haven't been having much 
of a picnic,” is the way Private J. 


Dean Collins, of the Princess Pats, 
writes to his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
John M. Collins, 9927 83rd avenue, 


Kdmonton Soutn, With his brother, 
Private J. Arnold Collins, he left Ed- 
monton with the fourth universities’ 
company on October 4th of last year. 
Dean was formerly employed at the 
a. T. P. freight sheds, Namayo ave., 
and Arnold was for three years with 
the Namayo avenue branch of the 
Merchants bank, 

The letter was written on June 9th, 
a few days after the well-remembered 
battle of Hooge, Dean came through 
with only a few scratches, but Arnold 
sustained a shrapnel wound in the 
right leg. “I had lots of narrow ¢s- 
capes,” says Dean, ‘Twice during the 
bombardment I had my trusty bayo- 
net smashed off my rifle—just heard 
a sharp click near my head, looked 
at my bayonet, and nothing was left 
but about four inches of it." 

Dean gives a vivid account of the 
battle, He says he had been under 
shell fire many times during the pre- 
vioug three months, but never dream- 
ed that there were so many shells in 
the world as “Old Fritz” tossed over 
to them during those memorable 
days. Everything from “whizz- 
bangs” to six or seyen-inch Howitzers 
and heavy shrapnel came from three 
sides, until the Pats’ trenches were 
nothing but shell holes, The Germans 
succeeded in getting into the British 
front line by using liquid fire, and in 
one place got through for several 
hundred vards. All the old British 
soldiers said it was the worst bom- 
hurdment they had ever expericnced. 

“Charlie Darling and I,” saya Dean, 
“were the only fellows left in our sec- 
tion after we were relieved, Douglas 
Bishop, who was killed, came up on a 
draft the day before we went into the 


trenches, so didn’t see much of the 
fighting. Poor fellow, he seemed to 
have a presentiment that he would be 
killed, and asked me to write to his 
mother if anything happened to 
him.” 


“Lam with a banch of real fine fel- 
lows And hope to stay with them,” 
writes Leslie Moore, son of J, M, Moore 
of Jarrow, Alta., to his brother A, G, 
Moore of the 19th battalion, now at 
Camp Hughes, Leslie Moore will be 
remembered by many as a student of 
the Edmonton high scheol and the 
University of Alberta, He enlisted as 
© private with the fifth University Co, 
of the P.P.C.L,1, and writes on June 
Sra from Sandling camp, Hythe, Kent, 
Kingland.

“We have been on air raid picquet 
all week which entails staying in camp 
when not on duty, Our captein is a real 


He has been in the army 28 
years nnd does a whole lot for us, We 
expect to go to France right away, 
Don't worry yourselves if you doa't 
hear from me for a while. I have 
heard a rumor that no mail was to
